The 
government has received information 
that China has yielded to the pressure of 
the British ultimatum by degrading the 
viceroy of Sye Chuen, and according in 
full with the demands of Great Britain.

For Greentialgo's Interests. 


SPRIKGFIBLD, Mass., Sept. 30.—Ex-Lieu- 


tenant Governor William H. Haile has 
effectually put a damper upon tlie at- 
tempt of the A. P. A. element in the Re- 
publican party to bring his namu before 
the convention as a candidate for governor 
of the atate of Massachusetts, by the fol- 
lowing statement: 
"I learn that there was a meeting in 


Boston of the anti-Sreenhalge delegates to 
the Republican state convention, aud that 
It was voted to support William H. Halle 
as their candidate for governor. This is 
such a direct ip-noring of my recently pub- 
lished statement as I cannot let pass in 
justice to myself or to my friends. 
"I am not a candidate, have not bean a 


candidate and will not be a candidate. Is 
this not sufficiently explicit?, 


"One cannot b3 insensible to tho kind- 


ness and confidence which finds its ex- 
pression in the desire of so many friends 
to give me their support in the coming 
state convention. I am not ungrateful to 
those who would givo me this evidence of 
their good will. 


"But at the same time I am not blinded 


to what seems to me to be for the best In- 
terests of the Bepublicon party. It seems 
to mo that Governor tireenhalge has de- 
served an expression of the full confidence 
of the Republican party, and that the best 
interests of the state and party will be 
served if his reuomination is made as 
nearly unanimous us possible.

FATAL ACCIDENT. 


One Man Killed and Two In- 


jured In the Williams- 


town Yard. 


BACKED DOWN UPON THE MEN. 


A Stationery Train Hid the Car the Men 


Were Working at From the 


View of the Men on the 


Moving Train. 


Another terrible railroad accident oc- 


cured this morning in the Williamstown 
yard of the Fitchburg railroad in which 
one man was killed, one lost a leg and 
another had his foot badly crushed. 
Fe- 


lix Ganthier of this town was the man 
who was killed, Horace H. Herrick lost 
his left leg from a little above the knee 
and Burton H. Fairbank's right foot was 
injured. Mr. Herrick was taken to the 
hospital and Mr. Fairbanks was taken to 
his home. Mr. Herrick'a home is in Wil- 
liamstown and Mr. Fairbanks lives in this 
town. 


The men were engaged repairing a car 


when the accident happened. The car 
stood upon west bound track No. 7, about 
thfcty rods from the office. Early in the, 
morning, freight train No. 106 from Fitch- 
burg consisting of thirty-five cars, baoked 
down and stood upon the track near the 
car the men were repairing. . Shortly 
after another freight, extra 150 came 
along and backed down the same track to 
the stationary train, Extra 150 was in 
charge of Conductor A. E. Bartlett with 
Engineer Fred Rich and Fireman S. M. 
Lufkin. The crew of the stationary train 
had left. When extra 150 switched down 
the track it ran against train 106 and 
drove it down upon the car the men were 
working at and so caused the disaster. 


Two of the men were under the car, 


Gauthier and Herrick. Mr. Gauthier was 
killed outright by the wheels passing over 
his body and cutting him in two. Mr. 
Herrick saved his life by catching a break 
beam and suffering himself to be dragged 
about 300 feet. Mr. Fairbanks, who was 
bossing the work, it is understood, stood 
to the side and consequently only his foot 
was injured. 


Thomas Dufraine and his son were the 


first to get to the injured men. Mr. Her- 
rick was removed as quickly as possible 
and then the car under which Mr. Gan- 
tbier's body lay was jacked up and the 
body taken out. Medical Examiner O. J. 
Brown was sent for and the switch engine 
and caboose were started for this town- 
Yard Master Tyter came over .with the 
injured men. 
Drs. M. M. Brown and 


Busbnell attended to Mr. Herrick, who 
was taken to the hospital. The body of 
Mr. Ganthier was given in cliaijge of Un- 
dertaker Lord. 


The accident has caused a deep impres- 


sion on the men working in the yard be- 
cause the position of the car was consid- 
ered so safe and the liability to accident 
there so small. It is said the men be- 
lieved the track was guarded at the west 
and that the switch was locked at the 
cast. 


Mrs. Duncan D. Parmlv.

the sad intelligence of the death of Mrs. 
Duncan D. Parmly at her homo in New 
York. Typhoid fever was the cause of 
her death. 


Mrs. Family's maiden name was Carrie 


Johnson. She was the daughter of Mr.

and reared in this town. She received 
hSr preparatory education at different 
fcbcolsand graduated from Vassar col- 
lege 
She was married some sixteen 


years ago to Mr. Parmly and her home 
had 
since 
been 
in 
New 
York. 


She had visited here frequently and spent 
some summers in town, and her intimacy 
with the associates of her girlhood never 
ceased. She had a host of friends here 
who will be deeply pained to learn of her 
death. 


Mrs. Parmly was about forty years old. 


She leaves besides her husband one 
daughter and two sons, Blso her mother 
and two sisters and a brother, Mrs. Arthur 
M. Tinker of this town, Mrs. Grimes acd 
William S. Johnson of New York. 


Affliction bos come to the Parmly fam- 


ily in double measure at this time. They 
spent some time last summer at Saratoga 
aud as they were about to return home 
Mr. Parmly sustained a fall and bis leg, 
which had once before been broken, was 
fractured in two places. 
The accident 


kept them in Saratoga for a considerable 
time and Mr. Parmley was but recently 
removed to his home, whete he is still 
confined to his bed. He and his family 
have the sympathy of many acquaintances 
aud friends in this town.

MORE ABOUT THE 
WATER. 


The Prudential Committee Has the Pump 


Water Analyzed. 


The prudential committee has had a 


sample of water from the artesain wells 
analyzed by George Donald, a chemist 
employed at the Arnold print works. 
This analysis was made September 25. and 
the result is given below in comparison 
with an analysis of the same water made 
August 35,188ti.

The total solids are not organic matter 


and are not considered an unfavorable in- 
dication. The increase in the per cent, of 
solids and chlorine is believed to be due to 
the dryness of the season, but it is not 
sufficient, according to the above author- 
ity, to indicate any unhealthfulncsa in the 
water, which is found as pure as ordinary 
water generally is. 


Mr. Donald himself procured the sam- 


ple of water which he analyzed and was 
accompanied by witnesses when he did so 
He took especial pains to have the recep- 
tacle and the faucet from which the water 
was drawn, absolutely clean, and the pru- 
dential committee feels that this test is 
reliable and that there is no cause for 
alarm or any uneasiness in regard to the 
water from the artesian wells. 


Prof. Harris of Amherstcollege recently 


analyzed a sample of this water which 
waa sent to him by the board of health 
and obtained the following result.

That there is anxiety in the fln>t con- 


gressional district of Mussachusctts can- 
not be doubted. This anxiety centers 
around the Republican nomination for 
congress in the fall of IS96. There arc 
several gentlemen residing in diflerent 
sections of Western Miusaohusetts who 
Trould be willing to sacrifice themselves 
ior their country's good, and are showing 
some anxiety lest they be not chosen for 
that sacrifice. Mr. Malouo of GreenSeld 
Mr. Knielof Westfleld and a colonel from 
Holyoke, all have their A ision on tho fu- 
ture bent. Already thei e are rumors of 
combinations and trades, helpings and 
cripplings, especially, iu connection with 
the present councilor1 contest. 


But of all the congressional previous* 


Bess, Colrain in the county of franklin 
has shown the greatest enterprise. The 
other evening this rural town, which 
might be supposed to be sleeping back in 
the woods,elected congre: sional delegates. 
What this was done for can be explained 
in only two ways. Either the local Col- 
rain politicians got one year ahead of 
time and, without prepense or malice, 
elected such delegates, or, charitable as 
we are, we can only suppose that Dana 
Malonc has held a snap convention and 
pocketed tbe Colrain delegation one year 
in advance. Which is it? Was it innocent 
previousness on the part of Colrain's poli- 
ticians, or has the ambitious and wily Mr. 
Malone adopted Hill's method of snap 
conventions and taken into camp the Col- 
rain delegation of one, bug and baggage ? 
What does this Colrain election of her 
congressional delegate one year in ad- 
vance mean? Let the other candidates for 
congressional honors light their watch 
tires and turn their search lights on Col- 
rain and Dana Malone.

Where is 
the reported A. P. A. opposition to His 
Excellency? It is certainly in its grave, 
and the governor will be renominated by 
acclamation.

TESTING THE PIPES. 


How it is Found that the Reservoir Pipes 


are Safe. 


Anyone visiting the Notch these days to 


see the progress in building the great dam 
up there m»y be entertained by the test- 
ing of the pipes that are for the service 
and waste waters. There are two wasta 
or overflow pipes and one service pipe. 
Tho service pipe is much the smallest. 
The pipes are guaranteed to stand a vary 
high pressure, but the guarantee is not 
accepted as sufficient. Two pipes are 
tested at a time when they are placed 
upon the foundation of masonry built 
for 
them. 
The 
test 
is to 
sixty 


pounds pressure on the square inch 
and the. pressure they will stand in use is 
estimated ' to he not much over thirty. 
The two pipes are connected and the 
joints sealed. Wooden heads are placed 
in each end of the tube together with a 
rubber ring for packing and an iron shaft 
is run through the tube from head to 
head. The shaft is so constructed that by 
a jacking up process the heads are held 
firmly in place by it.' Water under sixty 
poifeds pressure is then introduced into 
the pipes, and is held at that pressure 
until the joint is made to withstand that 
bursting power. The water for the test is 
let down through a pipe from a good 
height above where the pipes to be tested 
lie. This height gives a pressure of about 
thirty pounds and a man with a force 
pump raises the pressure to the required 
sixty pounds.

General Miles is, u native of Massachu- 


setts, having IMOU born in Westminister 
on Aug. 8. 183!). 
In 1S01 he joined tho 


Tvrcnty second Massachusetts volunteers, 
and served throughout the rebellion with 
ggeat distinction. Ho distinguished him- 
self parly in his career in Die Army of 
the Potomac, and took part in nearly every 
engagement up to Ijee'-, surrender at Ap- 
pomattox. 
General Miles distinguished 


himself in particular at bpottsylvania. Atr 
tacking the bloody angle ou the right, ho 
broke the enemy's line, routed them and 
captured Lieutenant General Bushrod 
| Johnson and his division. At Five Forks, 


j Miles saved the dav by coming to tho 
rescue of Sheridan's cavalry and Warren's 
Fifth corps. 


General Miles' promotion was marked 


l>y somewhat exceptional rapidity, only 
about a year {'lapsing before he was made 
lieutenant colonel ot the Sirty-fbrst New 
York infantry, and a month later, Sept. 
30, 1863, he was made a colonel of the same 
regiment. In IStVi he attained the rank of 
brigadier g-neral of volunteers, and early 
in the following year obtained his coin- 
anission as major general of volunteers. 
In 186(i he was mustered oitt of the volun- 
teer service and placed in command of the 
Fourth United Suites infantry, in which 
he "remained till 1869, when he was trans- 
ferred to tho Fifth infantry.

In 1878 he defeated and captured 
a band of Bannocks in Yellowstone Park. 
Not lone aftisr this he succeeded iti bring- 
ing in Sitting Bull, and tuns was more ol 
a factor than any other man in tho settle- 
ment of Montana aud North and South 
Dakota. In 1886 in captured Geronimo 
and lus baud ol Apaches in Arizona. 


H'« most recent claim to public atten- 


tion was the part he-took in suppressing 
the Chicago strike of tho American Rail- 
way union la>t year. General Miles was 
commissioned brevet brigadier 
general 


March-J, Ivr, brigadier general in Decem- 
ber, 
1&80, and major general in 1890, when 


lie was assigned to the command of the 
division o£ Missouri, which he 
relin- 


quished last year to take command of the 
eastern department on the retirement of 
Major General O. O. Howard. 


In anrearnnce General Miles is qne of 


tho most stalwart and soldierly men In the 
service. He is over six feet tall, Wad does 
not look his 50 odd years. 


Suit of Great Magnitude.

SEW YotsK, Sept. 30.—The international 


challenge cup offered by the Seawanhaka- 
Coriuthian Yacht club of New York for 
half-raters has been successfully defended, 
and will remain on this side of the At- 
lantic until some other country sends over 
a faster boat than Spruce IV, owned and 
sailed Uy J. A. Brand, a clever sailor, who 
came over^'hcre from the Minima Yacht 
club of England to capture it. 


The match concluded Saturday con- 


sisted of best three out of five races, sailed 
over the Long Island Sound course of the 
Seawanhaka club. The yacht selected to 
defend the cup was the Ethelwynn of the 
India Harbor Yacht club, and she was not 
chosen until the committee had a series of 
races among the half-rater* to find out 
•which was the boat to use iii American in- 
terests. Thus everything was 'as formal 
as though the Defender and another big 
yarht were to be the contestants. 


The courses were all 13 miles in length, 


the first and third were to leeward and re- 
turn, three miles to the leg and repeat, the 
second being the triangular, two miles to 
the leg arid over again. 


The first race was wcui by the American 


urn! the second by the Briton. On the 
third day the Ethelwynu withdrew after 
making one round. 


In the last two r.ices, when the Yankee 


was handled by the Ball brothers, her 
best qualities were brought out, and she 
won hands down. It should be said, how- 
ever, that the victory of the American 
only carries out the opinion of the Spruce's 
skipper, who said on Tuesday last that 
he believed the Kthelwynn was the better 
boat. Mr. Brand did not mean to inti- 
mate that he expected or hoped to win by 
superior handling, but all yachtsmen who 
have watched the Spruce in these races, 
agree that the English skipper is as capa- 
ble a hand as ever took a tiller into bin 
hand.

Reported Opinion of a Majority ol Lone Star

If it does not, tho supreme 
court will likely decide tho matter in a 
few dayo, after Oct. 10, and if it holds that 
the Lyons law Is not operative, and tho 
criminal statute against prize fiffhtimr i» 
in ^ptro, Hie pumiu .li.t-y i\,.-,o a->»urua tnat 
the governor will use all the military force 
of the state to uphold the law and dignity. 
Should tho decision of tho supreme court 
bo against the stale there will remain tha 
law against affrays and disturbances of 
the pence."
